RELEVANCE OF EACH DOCUMENT 

Document Al discloses the technology of changing the allotment of memory domain 
so that parallel operation of two or more processes can be carried out. (Fig. 1 and lines 1-47 
of left portion of page 5.) 

Document A2 discloses technology which assigns a part of an empty domain of 
memory to the process which runs short of domains. (Figs. 4, 5 and lines 1-43 of left portion 
of page 5.) 

Document A3 discloses the technology of a controller which controls image 
processing by the time rate in order to read both sides of a manuscript simultaneously. 

Document A4 discloses technology which chooses processing by hardware and 
processing by software for the purpose used in JPEG-compression processing. (Fig. 1 and 
lines 33-42 of left portion of page 6.) 

Document A5 discloses technology which controls the speed of the circumference unit 
connected to the main part of operation according to the speed of a main part. (fig. 1 and 
lines 2-20 of right portion of page 4.) 

Document A6 discloses technology which chooses the case where image processing is 
performed in parallel to scanning, and the case where it performs in parallel to printing. (Fig. 
2 and lines 33-42 of left portion of page 3.)
